opinion upon thia matter is as great ns 
upon the original question to be settled. 
While the majority of the newspapers favor 
tbe project of ft peace measure, very many 
of the most influential party journals are 
decidedly hostile to it. So in congress 
itself. 
The majority seems favorably in- 


clined but the voice of opposition will be 
heard in both houses and from both parties, 
ami in some instances coining from lending 
men. 


In looking over the newspapers wo iind 


the Boston journals all in favor of the 
measure. Tho Post, Transcript, Journal, 
Advertiser, Globe nil speak iu high terms 
of it as a pence measure. 
Tho New York 


papers are not .so unanimous. The tone of 


thefifl papers is represented as follows: 


Tbe Times says the compromise of tbe 


electoral bill is an abandonment of tho po- 
sition republicans arc entitled to hold, and 
condemns the proposition of "dragging 
into tbe mire of partisanship the judges of 
the supreme court." 


The Bulletin, speaking for business men, 


favors tho bill, and says merchants, business 
men and the industrial classes should lot 
our legislators hear from them, and that 
tho country does not belong exclusively to 
politicians. 


The World discusses tho question and 


holds that the power to count electoral 
votes inheres iu the house, and holding 
such views cannot reconcile them with Iho 
compromise proposed. 


The Herald says wo have strong confi- 


dence that the judicious plan of tho joint 
cpnimittee for counting the electoral vote 
will bo endorsed by the American people, 
and that its few partisan opponents will be- 
come aa odious as tho small body of northern 
copperheads wore during our late civil war. 


The Tribune says the project is revolu- 


tionary and by setting up a United States 
returning board involves a possibility of an 
election either by a cheat or by a lot. 


A special to the Boston Herald gives the 


views of prominent men at Wnshiugton

many democrats, expressed himself as not 
at all pleased with the proposition; but they 
conld not say what they proposed to do in 
the way of supporting it until they bad 
given the subject more thought nnd wen? 
really convinced that tho people wanted it. 


Mr. Hale of Maine is utterly opposed to 


it, bacause it leaves the presidency nt the 
mercy of a justice of the supremo bench, 
instead of in tho hands of tbe president of 
the Senate, where he thinks the solution of 
the problem belongs. 
Mr. Hale no doubt 


reflects the views of Secretary Chandler.
